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10,000 vie for 
parts in Stone’s 
latest on JFK 


DALLAS (AP) — A casting call for 
the latest Oliver Stone movie was 
more like a cattle drive, with an 
estimated 10,000 would-be actors 
vying to be extras in the film on 
former President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination. 

But the turnout pleased the man 
hired to organize auditions for the 
yet-untitled film. About 1,000 peo- 
ple an hour responded Saturday to 
the casting call at the Dallas Con- 
vention Center. 

“We have some really good stuff 
here,” said Kevin Howard, a veteran 
of “Talk Radio,” another Stone 
movie. “We were looking for a lot of 
Texas, Texas, Texas people, espe- 
cially people who were here when 
Kennedy was shot.” 

Declining to elaborate on details 
of the upcoming movie, Howard not- 
ed that “the rumor is that Kevin 
Costner is going to star, but we can’t 
confirm anything yet.” 

Two casting assistants moved 
among the aspiring actors, deciding 
who would get to read for one of 199 
speaking parts to be cast. 

Those not chosen are still eligible 
for one of 2,000 nonspeaking roles. 
All will learn the outcome next week.
